On page 65, in line 13, the recitation, —and inbred parent plants GE02793293 and 
GE02755498- was inserted after "hybrid maize 39F569". 

On page 65, in line 15, the recitation, —and inbred parent plants GE02793293 and 
GE02755498- was inserted after "hybrid maize 39F569". 

REQUIREMENT OF ALLOWANCE UNDER 37 CFR §§ 1.801-1,809 

2. The deposit statement on page 65 of the specification, as amended above, is deemed in 
accordance with 37 CFR §§ 1.801-1.809. Therefore, no 35 USC § 1 12, 1 st paragraph rejection 
has been made even though it is apparent that seed of hybrid maize plant 39F59 and inbred 
parent plants GE02793293 and GE02755498 are essential to the claimed invention and that their 
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deposits are necessary for an adequate written description and enablement for the claimed 
invention. Since the application is otherwise in condition for allowance except for the needed 
deposits, and since the Office has received written assurance that an acceptable deposit will be 
made on or before payment of the issue fee, the Office is authorized to mail Applicant a Notice 
of Allowance and Issue Fee Due together with a requirement that the needed deposit be made 
within THREE (3) MONTHS of the mail date of this letter (see 37 CFR § 1.809(c)). 

Under 37 CFR 1.809(c)-(d) an applicant is required to make a deposit of seed within 
three months after the mailing date of the Notice Of Allowance and Issue Fee Due . The time 
period for making a biological deposit, and an amendment to add the depository information to 
the specification and claims, is no longer extendable.

Office 47, 50 and 54 (April 1 1, 2000), effective on 
May 29, 2000. Failure to make the needed deposits of seeds of hybrid maize plant 39F59 and 
inbred parent plants GE02793293 and GE02755498 wiU result in ABANDONMENT of the 
application for failure to prosecute. The deposit statement in the specification on page 65, the 2 nd 
full paragraph of page 10, and all claims that refer to the instant seeds by name must be amended 
to include the deposit accession numbers. These amendments should be submitted before the

of deposit in the specification shall contain: 

(1) The accession number for the deposit(s); 

(2) The date of the deposit(s); 

(3) A description of the deposited biological material sufficient to specifically identify

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
developed a hybrid maize plant designated "39F59," by crossing two proprietary Pioneer Hi- 
Bred International inbred parent plants, designated "GE02793293" and "GE02755498." Several 
morphological and physiological characteristics of hybrid maize plant 39F59 are taught in Table 
1 of the specification. U.S. Patent No. 7005566 teaches hybrid maize plant "33M54 " which 
expresses several traits that are also expressed by 39F59. However, the prior art does not teach 
or fairly suggest any maize lines that have the combination of traits shown in instant Table 1. 
Regarding instant claims 2 and 10: when the claimed part of the plant is a seed, it is interpreted 
to mean the seed is that which produces the claimed plant .
